ELECTION TEAR 

This is election year — that is election year 
in the elective branches of the National gov- 
ernment and in some branches of the muni- 
cipal governments in Virginia. 

Possibly many of us have been so absorbed 
in considering presidential prospects or the 
activities of the State Legislature that we 
have overlooked the fact that the Town of 
Virginia Beach has a municipal election. 
Nevertheless, the seats of three councilmen 
win have to be filled in June and it is high 
time that the people of the Town, as well 
as possible candidates, be giving some 
thought to this fact. 

Presidential candidates are hurling their 
feats in the ring. National Senatorial candi- 
dates are getting busy. Our district congress- 
man has announced his candidacy for re- 
election. Candidates for councils in some 
ether municipalities are busy but not one 
word at Virginia Beach. The incumbents, 
whose terms of office expire, have not signi 
flsd their intentions. Maybe they have 
adopted the policy of "let the sleeping dog 
Me.' 

Whatever may be their policy, if they 
intend to stand for re-election they should 
let the fact be known and give the people 
some words of what will be their policies if 
re-elected although their past record will 
probably speak for them. There will un- 
doubtedly be opposition. This opposition 
should step forward and let themselves be 
known — not only let^ their intentions of run- 
ning be known but what policies they ad- 
vocate and will pursue if elected. The people 
are entitled to know and given opportunity to 
discuss and weigh the virtues of the respec- 
ve candidates and their policies. 

The election is only a little over three 
months off. A campaign for or against a 
candidate cannot be conducted over night. 
Virginia Beach now has a sizeable vote and 
it will take sometime for the solicitation of 
the same. 

Again, the registration books should be 
purged before the election and the candi- 
dates, whether they be for re-election or new 
comers into the field, should step in and see 
that the names of the dead, County resi- 
dents, transient residents, orchestra members 
and North Carolinians are removed. 

The people of the North Virginia Beach 
area, now giving thought to annexation, are 
watching the coming election with a fox-like 
eye and if the Town desires to have that ter- 
ritory it should begin cleansing itself and its 
elections.

It fo believed that the Town could maintain 
itself and operate successf ully on an econ- 
omic basis without participating in any of 
the County governmental departments or 
agencies with the exception of the Circuit 
Court and its associated branches, to- wit; 
the Clerk's Office, the Commonwealth's 
Attorney and Sheriff, and possibly the Com 
missioner of Revenue Office. The Clerk's 
Office is virtually if not entirely self sup- 
porting and the Sheriffs office is partly so. 
Therefore the Town's proportionate part for 
the maintenance of these offices if placed on 
a per-capita basis (approximately one-tenth 
of the population of the two political sub- 
divisions would be practically negligible. 

As the Town maintains its own Civil and 
Police Justice Court, which handles practical- 
ly all litigation both Civil and Criminal that 
arises within its limits, the Circuit Court 
virtually functions in behalf of the Town only 
in appeal cases. These appeal cases are not 
numerous, though not numerous the aggre- 
gate amount of the fines imposed and collect- 
ed during the course of the year by this Court 
total a reasonally large sum. Nearly all of 
these appealed cases are for violation of 
Town ordinances. As a result of the discus- 
sion of the question of the revenues received 
by the County from the Town it has 
developed that the fines imposed by the 
Circuit Court on appeals are paid into the 
County treasury and not one dime remitted 
to the Town, which is justly entitled to these 
funds. It, therefore, appears that such 
judiciary service as is rendered the Town by 
the Circuit Court is being paid for out of 
the funds collected out of fines imposed for 
violation of Town ordinances. These funds 
rightly belong to the Town — charter amend- 
ments or no charter amendments 

The Town polices its entire area with its 
own organized department, without any 
assistance of the Sheriffs office and with 
considerable more efficiency than the County 
is being policed. It is charged that the Town 
is extravagant in that in operation of this 
force it pays its membesr more salary than 
the County pays its officers. True — but is it 
realized that the Town must maintain a 
nucleus of efficient men around which to 
build a force adequate to police during three 
months of the year a transient population of 
almost 40,000? 

So upon final analysis it would appear that 
the Town is receiving a direct benefit from a 
portion of the time and efforts of two County 
offices — the Commissioner of Revenue and 
the Commonwealth's Attorney. The Town 
is now paying in excess of $15,000 for these 
services through the County tax on Town 
property — almost double the combined 
salaries of these two officeholders and still 
it consists of only approximately one-tenth 
of the combined populations. Even then 
the Town has to pay $50 for a copy of the 
land books made by the Commissioner of 
Revenue. 

There will be no charter amendments for 
the obvious reason that the Town does not 
have a sufficient vote in comparision to that 
of County to justify the active support in 
the legislature of a proposal which is opposed 
by the County as being detrimental to its 
finances. 

Regardless of what might happen to the 
charter amendments, it is nevertheless 
desired to be learned, why the Town does not 
get the proceeds from the fines imposed in 
the Appellate Court for violations of Town 
ordinances? Maybe further discussions will 
be enlightening and other such discoveries 
made. 



ANOTHER LIFT FOR THE FARMER 



The News has asserted and reasserted on 
numerous occasions that it believes in open 
discussions or debates on all affairs affect- 
ing the general welfare of the people of the 
community, it being of the opinion that such 
discussions create an interest, tend toward 
a better understanding by the people of the 
subject in controversy and a healthier con- 
dition in the management of the business of 
the political subdivisions involved. Such 
open forums often bring to light extraordi- 
nary conditions that have existed in the ad- 
ministration of public afiairs — sometimes 
knowingly — sometimes unknowingly and un- 
intentionally. 

Recentiy there have been made sugges- 
tions that the Town of Virginia Beach 
endeavor to procure certain charter amend- 
ments from the State Legislature which 
would permit it to collect the entire tax 
assessed against all real and tangible person- 
al properties located within its limits and 
in turn pay the County on a per-capita basis 
its proportionate part of the support of such 
County agencies as the Town may partici- 
pate in instead of the^split tax system now 
existing. 

Believing the proposal to be equitable, the 
News endorsed it, only to be attacked by a 
group, whose pocketbooks might be affected, 
declaring in uncouth terminology the en- 
dorsement as being "misleading and untrue". 
It is not believed this phraseology was used 
with the malicousness in which it sounded 
but merely in efforts to conceal the fallacies 
in the arguments presented by the opposi- 
tion to the charter changes. Such expres- 
sions, however, sometimes put in motion 



One of the most encouraging signs on the 
horizon of the American farmer, faced as he 
is with the persistent "agricultural prob- 
lem," is the way in which industry in this 
country is laboring to find new uses for farm 
products and to increase the current use of 
these products. 

All over the country, in industrial research 
laboratories, the process of turning farm 
produce into new/ifiaterials is going on at a 
tremendous rate/ Every new success in this 
field means a lighter burden, a lessening of 
his surplus, for the American farmer. 

A recent example offers an interesting 
case in point: 

Four or five months ago, ^t plant was 
opened in the South to manufacture cigar- 
ette paper from American grown flax fiber. 
The cigarette paper market up until now has 
very largely been in the hands of foreign 
manufacturers, and hence farmers abroad 
have produced most of the raw materials go- 
ing into the making of the paper. Thus the 
possibility of selling the raw materials for 
America's annual consumption of about 163 
billion cigarette papers, has been virtually 
closed to our farmers. 

Now, after years of experimentation, a 
blend of midwestern and California fibers 
has been converted into a paper to match the 
European product. 

The flax ^straw purchased from the farm- 
ers after the seed has been threshed out nets 
the farmer up to $4 an acre where it former- 
ly cost him about $1.50 an acre to destroy 
the straw. 

The first factory going into operation to 
turn out this paper already employs 700 
workers and is at present being expanded. 
Meanwhile, wider areas are being explored" 
for the proper flax fibers to take care, of an 
expected increase in production. 

Thus American industry and American 
research have scored again for the farmer — | 
turning a formerly waste material to the 
uses of production and a higher standard of 
living for all concerned!

It is, of course. Impossible to 
discuss intelligently without hav- 
ing detailed Information concern- 
tag it and more time for its study 
the plan for the reorganisation of 
the State government recommend- 
ed to the General Assembly by 
Governor Price last week. As a 
general rule, the consolidation of 
governmental agencies dealing 
with the same or similar func- 
tions makes for more economical 
government by eliminating dupli- 
cation of effort and reduction of 
personnel. In all such plans, how- 
ever, the utmost care should be 
observed to see that all vital in- 
terests are equally protected and 
given equal opportunity for de- 
velopment and, unless this be 
done, greater injury will result 
than the comparatively small sav- 
ing effected will compensate for. 
In other words, unless efficiency 
is promoted and balance preserv- 
ed, consolidation will not be help- 
ful, but harmful at least to those 
institutions not properly safe- 
guarded thereby. 

While it is impossible for the 
reasons stated above for us to 
fairly appraise or intelligently 
discuss the proposed plan as a 
whole, there is one detail to which 
we are opposed. This is the por- 
tion of the plan which provides 
for the grouping of the functions 
of the Commission of Fisheries. 
Commission of Game and Inland 
Fisheries, State Port Authority, 
and Conservation Commission 
under one person to be known as 
Commissioner of Conservation and. 
Development. 

We know little of the actual 
functioning of the three last 
named commissions, but do have 
a fairly comprehensive idea of the 
extent of the powers vested in 
and the duties imposed upon the 
Commission of Fisheries and of 
the importance of their intellig- 
ent discharge. 

Consolidations of the kind un- 
der discussion are desirable and 
work to an advantage only where 
the agencies combined deal with 
similar subjects and those which 
are equal or nearly so in impor- 
tance. These requisites do not 
apply to the agencies under dis- 
cussion. With the exception of 
conservation which . is important 
to all natural products, the mat- 
ters handled by the Game and 
Inland Fisheries, Port Authority, 
and largely by the Conservation 
Commission are different from 
most important aspects to those 
coming under the Commission of 
Fisheries. The latter body is 
charged with the regulation of

IF A CANDIDATE DIES

vacancy until the necessity there- 
fore be certified to him by the 
Supreme Court of Appeals of Vir- 
ginia, which shaU determine the 
need after making a study of the 
business In the circuit. 

At present there are thirty-four 
Judicial circuits to the State, the 
business of which might be handl- 
ed by twenty-five Judges, without 
burden. There has been no change 
to the number of circuits since 
the establishment of the trial 
justice system, which has greatly 
reduced the work of the circuit 
courts. Most of the minor cases 
are now decided to the trial Jus- 
tice court of each county. It is 
pointed out also that good roads 
and swift transportation has in- 
creased the accessibility of the 
judge and he can easily handle 
more territory. The repeal of the 
prohibition law has greatly clear- 
ed the circuit court docket. 

Mr. Sanford's bill is a good one, 
and would save the State 960,000 
or more, if and when, the judicial 
circuits were reduced to twenty 
five. 



HEALTH NOTES 



The Expectant Mother's Teeth 

"In spite of widespread informa- 
tion to the contrary, it still too 
generally is imagined that pre. 
gnancy and the nursing period 
represent a definite hazard to the 
mother's health. In bygone years 
when dental hygiene and food 
values were less appreciated, it 
was quite true that some expect- 
ant and nursing women suffered 
dental losses that were properly 
attributed to motherhood. Today, 
however, there is no reasonable 
excuse for such casualties," states 
Dr. I. C. Riggto, Commissioner of 
Health. 

"As the creator of new life, the 
mother must supply certain ele- 
ments from her own body which 
to turn must be restocked from 



her own food supply. If her food 
is deficient in these essential ele- 
ments her own body is robbed of 
them to supply the new life's need. 
The danger not only to the 
mother's dental but general health 
formerly was caused by this sit- 
uation; and to a minimum num- 
ber of cases unfortunately still is. 
C* "Consequently, the mother-to- 
be should be advised by her physi- 
cian at the beginning of the ex- 
pectancy regarding diet. It win 
not only safeguard her own well- 
being but insure the development 
of a healthy offspring. Poods con- 
taining lime, phosphorus, and, vit- 
amins are, among others, of first 
importance. Bone and teeth struc- 
ture makes heavy demands on the 
.mother for these fundamentals. 

'If to an adequate diet are add- 
ed wholesome exercise, fresh air, 
sufficient rest and sleep, correct 
clothing, and a cheerful attitude, 
pregnancy should not be attended 
by the devitalizing' consequences 
that formerly existed to many 
cases. 

"In addition to general diet and 
care, the prospective mother's 
teeth need especial attention. The 
teeth and gums should be brushed 
properly three times daily, and 
the family dentist should be visit- 
ed at least twice during the gesta- 
tion period for the necessary 
check; the first, as soon as the 
expectancy is realized. Moreover, 
any dental defects or conditions 
developing to the meantime should 
be given prompt attention. 

"If the expectant mother ac- 
quires the dietary and other es- 
sential advice at the beginning of 
the expectancy, and also applies 
dally dental care coupled with 
periodic dental supervision, she 
should have Uttle to fear not only 
from the dental but the general 
health standpoints as well."

Commercial vegetable acreage 
allotments under the 1940 
Agricultural Conservation pro- 
gram, totaling 97,880 acres, have 
been released to g rower s in com- 
mercial Virginia counties, accord- 
ing to information received by the 
county Agricultural Conservation 
associations from S. K. Cassell, 
State AAA executive officer. 

An allotment was determined 
for each farm in each commercial 
county on which the average acre- 
age normally planted to com- 
mercial vegetables is three acres 
or more. The term "commercial 
vegetables" means the acreage of 
annual vgetables or truck crops of 
which the larger portion of the 
production to sold to persons not 
living on the farm. 

Among other commodities, in- 
cluded as commercial vegetables 
are potatoes not ha commercial 
potato counties, sweet potatoes 
other than for starch, tomatoes, 
sweet corn, cantaloupes, and com- 
mercial bulbs and flowers. Ex- 
cluded are watermelons, peas for 
canning or freezing, and sweet 
corn for canning. 

May Earn $1.50 Per Acre 

Individual farm allotments for 
1940 were determined on the basis 
of the average acreage of com- 
mercial vegetables in 1930 and 
1937, after adjustment for ab- 
normal weather conditions and 
consideration of such factors as 
tillable acreage, type of soil, prod- 
uction facilities, crop ratation 
practices, and changes in farming 
practices. 

Growers who plant within then* 
acreage allotments will receive 
#1.50 per acre for each acre to 
the farm allotment, as a compen- 
sation for not planting more than 
the prescribed acreage to these 
soil-depleting crops. Those who 
overplant will be penalized at the 
rate of $20.00 for each acre plant, 
ed to commercial vegetables in 
excess of the allotment. A deduc- 
tion will be made from the total 
AAA payments due the farm 
under the 1940 conservation pro. 
gram, as set forth on the 1940 
Farm Plan worked out by th« 
county committee for each farm, 
er participating in the program.

Purpose, Use 
Of Chimneys 
Are Outlined 



Contrary to common belief, a 
chimney Is not a prop or a struc- 
tural column to give support to 
framing members of a house, such 
as joists and studs. Due to the 
weight of the materials used in 
its construction, practically any 
chimney built on the average soil 
is likely to settle slightly. If the 
framing members of a house are 
attached to the chimney, settling 
will cause the framing members 
to settle also, resulting in cracked 
plaster and sagging floors. Furth- 
ermore, the masonry may become 
very hot when the furnace or 
other heating-unit fire is burning. 

Cracks in the masonry due to 
settling may develop especially 
when the framing members are 
built into the chimney in order 
to give some support to the Upper 
portion of the chimney. Cracks 
may permit the passage of flames 
or air currents of high tempera- 
tures and result in a fire starting 
in the Walls, floors, or roof around 



supporting and so constructed as 
to be absolutely independent of 
the house framing. 



It should rest on » solid founda- 
tion. Its base should extend be- 
low the frost line. The looser and 
less compact the soil, the larger 
should be the footings, in general, 
chimney footings, for the average 
house should be not less than 12 
inches deep and should extend 
at least 8 inches beyond each face 
of the chimney. The under sur. 
face of the footing should $e flat 
to give a maximum; Uniform 
bearing surface. i-.-^m... 

The method of constructing 
chimneys in many cities and local, 
ities of the United States is gov. 
erned by local building laws and 
ordinances. The requirements of 
the local fire department must 
often be met. Companies which 
issue fire insurance on homes may 
specify minimum requirements 
which must be met in order to 
obtain insurance at the lowest 
possible rates. All building plans 
should conform to these legal re- 
quirements. 

It is considered good practice to 
construct the framing members 
around a chimney so that they 
will be at least 2 inches away 
from the chimney. This to easily 
accomplished by boxing the 
chimney with studs, trimmers, and 
headers set 2 inches away from 
the brickwork. is

Advice Given 
On Areaways 



The areaways outside of base- 
ment windows may give the home 
owner trouble unless built to con- 
form to good-construction prin- 
ciples. 

The walls of an area way should 
be made of waterresistant ma- 
sonry construction and preferably 
be damp-proofed on the outside. 
Furthermore, they should be built 
into the foundation wan as an In- 
tegral part of the noose. 

The width of an areaway to 
governed by the width of the 
basement window. It should not 
be wider than . necessary. The 
distance between the foundation 
wan and the outside wan should 
only be sufficient to admit the 
necessary light and air required in 
the basement. If the areaway to 
larger than necessary, there to an 
unnecessarily large opening for 
snow* and ram water to enter and 
accumulate. The smaller the open- 
ing the more it will be protected 
by the eaves of the house and any 
other projections above the base- 
ment window. 

The bottom should be at least 
inches below the sill of the 
basement window. It is good prac- 
tice, when possible, to have a 
drain in the bottom. This is espec- 
ially desirable if the areaway to 
covered with a solid floor of 
water - resistant construction. 
Drains should carry the water 
away to a ditch, dry well, or to 
the sewer. When there is no drain 
in the bottom of the areaway the 
floor should not be of solid, 
water-resistant construction, but 
may be laid with brick, stone, or 
other material which is not 
cemented together, so that mois- 
ture may seep- through into the 
ground. The floor should slope to 
the drain or, if no drain to pre- 
sent, it may slope gradually away 
from the basement wail to the 



outside wall of the aieksjw. Bow- 
ever, approximately one-half of 
the floor adjacent to the basement 
wall may be of solid, water-resist- 
ant construction and the outside 
half porous. This win assist in 
drawing the water away from the 
basement wall. 

It to essential, of course, that 
the walla of the areaway extend 
sufficintly high above the son 
adjoining it so that Water wiU not 
dram into the areaway. It to 
better to have the soil sloping 
away from the a re awa y.

The avenge American fanner is a very intelligent sort of person. 
The radio, the automobile, the dally newspaper and his farm journals 
keep him often better Informed than his city cousin. In many eases, 
he ■ college trained and combined the scientific and the technical 
with the practical in better farming methods. * He describes himself 
as a producer. Ask him If he Is a salesman, and hell probably laugh 
at you. This attitude toward salesmanship Is just the trouble. 

A well-known economist declared the other day that while 
whole libraries had been written and millions of words* spoken in lec- 
tures on how to produce better beef, pork and mutton, practically no 
one had ever attempted to show the farmer how to market his live. 
What proflteth a farmer to raise superior steers, hogs and 
and then fail to realise their real worth when he sells? 
A bulletin just issued by the Central Public Markets Bureau dis- 
cusses "selling", the missing link in the livestock chain, in a clear, 
cut, straightforward manner. When the farmer, who has raised his 
livestock presumably for 9 profit, Is ready to sen. he has two possible 
sales outlets— the regularly established stockyards or public markets, 
and saw buyer who happens along and is willing to make a deal. In 
ease, the farmer stockman must depend solely on his own 
of selling. 
Ob Che other hand, had the farmer consigned his stock to a stock- 
commission house, he would have expert commission salesmen 
thai Job for him. The weighing, sorting and grading, com- 
petitive bidding and all the other operations which m part of the 
slotijsjrts HWinHmhm house service are in charge of men who work 
for the fanner. They have his Interests at heart, and they know 
from the ground up. Isn't it safe to assume that the 
man will get a better price from half a dozen bid- 
than a farmer, unskilled in salesmanship, will from one? Still 
it does not foflow that the farmer need know nothing of salesmanship. 
In fact, the bulletin recommends that It would be wen for the stock- 
man to consider how to sell as carefully as how to produce. After 
AD, an article is worth no more than what you can get for it. 




HOW ABOUT TAXATION? 

The wars of the Old World have changed the methods by which 
the United States transacts its b us in ess. For more than two decades 
our Government has been i m posing heavy taxes in support of the 
building and maintaining of its American Mterchant Marine. The 
came when it seamed advisable to pass the Neutrality Act and 
pat our ships out of business. Pine old boats like the George 
the Leviathian, and other war-prises of the World War 
;eamed-up" for the "next war". And new seamen hang 
their heads m shame as they read the news that eight fine ships of 
the United States lanes have been sold to a Belgian concern. 

When this war Is over future Administrations of our Federal 
Government will urge Congress to appropriate billions of dollars of 
taxes to rebuild the Merchant Marine, now being lost and scuttled, 
that our ships may again carry the commerce of our nation to all 
the other ports of Che World. Right now the billions are wanted for 
heavy fighting craft and that means huge taxation. 

Meanwhile,' these are only specimen problems In the puzzles be- 
fore Congress of how to meet all the demands of the President and 
the Departments to rearrange the appropriation bills and escape rais- 
ing the national debt Bunt above the 45 billion dollar limit, and at 
the same time cut down the President's recommendations In behalf 
of the budget figures by 350 minion.

Hints For Home 
Owners 

Difficult Lawn Areas 

Heavy-foliaged trees, such as 
the beech and the chestnut, may 
cause a spot or two on the lawn 
area about the home where it is 
difficult to cultivate healthy grass. 

The north side of buildings and 
steep slopes are also locations 
where good sod is difficult to 
maintain, authorities say. 

The planting of low-growing 
hardy shrubs, vines, or perennials 
is frequently found desirable to 
these areas. 

While almost any shrub will 
prove satisfactory as a ground- 
cover plant, the following general 
characteristics should be helpful 
to home owners to selecting plants 
best adapted to this purpose. 

These plants should be inexpen- 
sive and should transplant, grow, 
and propagate readily. Usually the 
denser and lower-growing var. 
ieties win prove most satisfactory 
Among the more common types of 
ground-cover plants are the Japa- 
nese spurge. English ivy. American 
bittersweet, and moneywort. 

The use of hardly self-perpetu- 
ating ground-cover plants will In- 
sure an attractive appearance to 
areas which otherwise might be 
barren and- unsightly. Utilisation 
of cover plants also win reduce 
the maintenance costs of the 
grounds, because such plants re. 
quire little or no care.

It is admitted that the Town is in a 
critical financial condition at this time and 
that in order to work out all expenditures 
it will have to be made in a most circum- 
spective manner. However, hard that the 
council might work to curtail expense it 
sometimes seems to lose all sense of caution 
and discretion and sails recklessly into the 
authorization of expenditures without weigh- 
ing the immediate necessity or the greatest 
of needs. 

We all know that there are a large number 
of improvements needed throughout the 
Town. We know that each and every prop- 
erty holder or group of property holders 
would like to have some improvements made 
on certain streets, sidewalks, curbs, new 
street lights and what not. We know that 
the councilmen would like to grant each and 
every request but we likewise know that it 
can't be done. Therefore, with limited funds 
to make improvements each expenditure 
should be carefully weighed before authori- 
zation and not immediately granted because 
a small coterie appears to present a request. 

As an illustration and not as an objection, 
on last Monday night a group of John Does 
appeared before the council to request fire 
protection for Bay Colony. Without time 
for consideration nor a consultation with the 
chief of the fire department or the com- 
mittee on fire protection as to the propriety 
or the feasibility of the proposal, it was im- 
mediately granted by unanimous vote. 

Following is a group of Richard Roes 
seeking repairs to the Sixth Street Bridge. 
In face of a statement of the Town Engineer 
that it would cost upward to $1,000 and the 
statement of the chairman of the street com- 
mittee that his budget could not stand the 
outlay, it was immediately voted. 

The first group does not pay a penny of 
taxes into the Town Treasury. The second 
group represented an area sparsely inhabit- 
ed and enjoyed a low tax assessment. It is 
not contended that these people should not 
be given due consideration and requested 
improvements when feasible but during the 
discussion of the repairs of the bridge (which 
is used or will be used only by a smajl num- 
ber oi' people) it was brought to light, not 
formally nor formidably, that Holly Road, 
which is greatly used, passes through a 
thickly populated and highly tax assessed 
district of the Town, is practically impass- 
able and no consideration was given to this 
condition. „ 

It would seem far more equitable and 
wiser, when there are only limited funds to 
spend, that such matters be referred to 
the proper departmental head and the res 
pective committee to be looked into and as- 
certain where there is the greatest need for 
the expenditure and the most number of tax- 
payers to be benefited therefrom before 
action is taken. No councilman is expected 
to be nor can he be fully informed and 
familiar with all conditions as .they exist in 
the Town. He has neither the time nor 
desire to personally investigate all of the 
said conditions. He should be given the 
opportunity to receive a report and recom- 
mendation from the proper departmental 
head who is in touch with the situation. It 
is, therefore, unfair to him as well as his con 
stituency to require of him to form a snap 
opinion and vote intelligently and equitably 
thereon without the ia stance of the report 
from the departmental head or committee 

WHEN THE FIRE ENGINES GO BY 

Few of us ever get over that jOVenile urge 
to follow the fire engines. It's a thrill to 
hear the sirens, and see the great— once red 
but now white — wagons go by. 

But that thrill wouldn't last long if the fire 
engines led you to your house, and you found 
it in flames.

More than that, the effects of fire are 
exceedingly widespread. A, fire of which 
you never heard may deprive you of an op- 
portunity for doing business. It may raise j 
your taxes and your insurance rate. It may

Here in America fire destroys some $300,- 
000,000 worth of property directly each year. 
The indirect loss is estimated at dose to 
$2,000,000,000. There can be no excuse for 
that waste, no alibis. Nine fires out of ten 
are the result of human ignorance, human 
carelessness, human thoughtlessness. Nine 
fires out of ten could have been prevented — 
had someone not failed to take the simple 
precautions that will checkmate most fires. 

We go to great expense to purchase ela- 
borate equipment, employ trained men and 
solicit the services of volunteers for the pur- 
pose of attempting to eliminate these losses 
in so far as possible. But in spite of this we 
are not entirely fair to ourselves or the men 
who work for or volunteer their services to- 
wards these efforts. 

It is a known fact that to effectively fight 
fire there must be water and ample water. 
Other methods have been tried but none 
have ever taken the place of water in fight- 
ing fires of any consequence. 

In the past six months there have been 
what might be termed two major fires at 
Virginia Beach (Martha Washington Hotel 
and the bowling alleys). On both of these 
occasions the elaborate equipment, the paid 
force and the volunteers were promptly and 
efficiently in action. In action only to find 
that within a few minutes they were handi- 
capped and their efforts virtually nullified 
by the lack of sufficient water from the 
water mains to keep the pumpers going. 
Fortunately, both of these fires were at the 
South end of the Beach and through the pro- 
ficiency of the fire fighting force, sufficient 
water was soon procured, by running hose to 
the nearby lakes, to bring them under 
control. 

What if these fires had been at the North 
end or in the center of the Town where no 
lakes are available? Undoubtedly the des- 
truction would have been many, many 
times greater. If this had occurred, un- 
doubtedly criticism of inefficiency would 
have been heaped upon the heads of the de- 
partment whereas in reality they would/be 
blameless with their hands tied for the lack 
of water. 

There are valuable properties, mostly of 
frame structure, located in close proximity 
of each other along the entire waterfront 
within the Town limits which would be wiped 
out over night in the event of a sudden 
outburst of fire in that area. It is realized 
that the Town is not financially able to 
better its water supply at this time but 
serious thought should be given to that end. 
IVie present water system has been more 
than self sustaining and a source of revenue 
since its installation and a reserve should be 
set up to take care of the fast coming needs 
or needs that are apparently already here. 
It is rumored that there is great leakage in 
the present lines which accounts to some ex- 
tent to the inhibility to procure sufficient 
water to meet the demands in an emergency 
and further that in the peak of the season 
there is frequent danger of running short in 
supplying domestic needs alone. 

If we can't get water in winter months 
to fight fires what would we do in event of 
a sizeable fire in the summer when there are 
the greatest hazards? Let her burn— and 
Oh boy, what a fire! There will be little 
property left to collect taxes on or to sell 
water to. Therefore, to protect these 
sources of revenue which now are so badly 
needed steps should be taken to safeguard 
them from destruction.

The state Senate on Tuesday

Although both subjects 
may be said to have a somewhat 
longer history, for convenience 
Dr. Bromberg and Mr. Winkler 
have begun their narrative, in 
1790, with Francis Gall, who 
spent his mature years convincing 
people that their mental faculties 
and emotional propensities were 
related to the shapes of their 
brains and the size and position 
of the bumps on their skulls. From 
Francis Gall on, they take up 
every important development in 
psychology and psychiatry down 
to the immediate present. 

The authors not only discuss 
the various theories and discover- 
ies which have engaged the atten- 
tion of psychologists and psychi- 
atrists at one time or another in 
the course of the last one hundred 
fifty years; they also give very 
lively accounts of the individuals 
who claimed the center of the 
psychologic and psychiatric stages 
at intervals throughout this peri- 
od. And they give, too, extremely 
interesting descriptions of the re- 
action or response of the public 
generally to the successive devel- 
opments in these two fields.

STOCKINGS 



We do not pretend to be ex- 
perts on the subject of silk hosi- 
ery, but we have, in a sort of 
masculine way, paid some atten- 
tion to silk stockings as they have 
appeared within eyesight range. 

The ladies, we are sure, will be 
interested in the introduction of 
new types of stockings whicli are 
scheduled to go on sale in May. 
According to hosiery makers, half 
of the silk now used for hosiery 
will be replaced by Nylno, Vinyon, 
Rayon and the growing use oi 
cotton lJsls in toes, heels and tops 
of medium and lower-grade stock- 
ings. 

Nylon and Vinyon are synthetic 
hosiery yarns developed by indus- 
trialists in this country. The use 
of a new twisting device makes 
rayon highly suitable for quality 
hosiery and knitting methods now 
being used, produce a much finer 
cotton lisle fabric than that used 
some years ago. This being the 
case, we shall see what we will 
see. 

While this editorial is written 
mainly to give our women-readers 
advance information, it may also 
interest men, who, we presume, 
will keep watchful eyes on the 
hosiery situation as it develops.

LIQUOR AND EDUCATION 



In recommending nearly , three 
million dollars increase in taxes 
for Virginia schools, Gov. Price 
suggests that the greater part of 
that increase should be placed up- 
on the liquor sold by the State in 
the ABC stores. At first thought 
the idea met with general approv- 
al — "John Barleycorn" is always 
an easy victim. 

Mayor Heth Tylor, first chair- 
man of the^ABC Board, and res- 
ponsible for much of the success 
'in stopping manufacture and sale 
of poisonous and illicit liquors, de- 
[ clares that increasing the price 
i of legal liquor by the added tax 
'will defeat the very purpose of 
the law that established these 
stores. Why pass a law in 1933 and 
then make it null and void in 
1940? 

In the first place Virginia does 
not need this increase in taxation. 
Gov. Price outlined a number of 
changes in the present collections 
that could be made, and still other 
adjustments could be made to pro- 
mote the increase in teacher's 
salaries. He does not include the 
remainder of the Va. Educational 
Association program in the esti- 



In the second place, if it is col- 
lected the schools win not get 
much of it. The people will be 
quieted by an increase m the tea- 
cher's salaries and forget the rest 
of It. The balance of the I n ert — I 
win go to hire more clerks and 
more salaries and provide more 
money for traveling expenses, etc. 

Every governor for the past 
twenty years can point to an at- 
tempt on his part to provide 
enough money for schools, and 
has been disappointed on results. 

Public education does not need 
this sort of law making in order 
to live, nor do its friends like to* 
see it fostered through such 
means. The idea that John Bar- 
leycorn should provide the means 
of balancing Virginia's budget 
leave a stain on her record.

The Senate of Virginia adopted 
unanimously yesterday a resolu- 
tion empowering the Attorney- 
General to Investigate the exist- 
ing discrepancies in gasoline 
prices throughout the state. The 
resolution, introduced Jointly by 
Senators Morton O. Ooode 
Dinwiddle. Harvey Anperson 
Roanoke, and William Tuck 
Halifax, seeks Information as 
why comparatively low prices 
gasoline, established by mar- 
keteers, exist to a few sections of 
the state and high prices for the 
same product exist to many other 
sections. The resolution specified 
I that reasonable allowance should 
be made for the difference to the 
cost of transportation. 

The average farmer and motor- 
ist will welcome this Investigation. 
Many of us cannot understand 
the variation to prices, even when 
due regard Is made for transporta- 
tion costs. If there is a good rea- 
son, the public would like to be 
precisely Informed; if there is not 
adequate reason, the public will 
rightfully demand a reduction in 
the price of gas in certain sections 
of Virginia. 
The purpose of the resolution is 

to shed light. And that is what

2. Farmers are not so rushed 
with jpork on any particular crop 
and nave more time to apply lime.

Home-Financing: 
Facilities Now 
Much Improved 

More than half of the 3,073 
counties of the United States lack- 
ed adequate home-financing faci- 
lities in 1032. Today practically 
every section of the country is 
served by Institutions which meet 
the mortgage-lending needs of 
their communities. 

The difference may be attri- 
buted in part to the establishment 
of 635 new Federal Savings and 
Loan Associations by local groups 
of citizens since 1033, when Con- 
gress authorized the chartering 
and supervision of such institu- 
tions. Federal associations are 
permitted to lend on homes within 
a 50-mile radius of their home 
office. 

An equally important factor was 
the entrance of commercial banks 
and other lenders into the long- 
term home-financing field as a 
result of the National Housing 
Act, which established the Federal 
Housing Administration. 

Including the 775 existing Fed- 
eral Savings and Loan Associa- 
tions which were converted from 
state supervision in the past six 
years, the 1,410 Federal Savings 
and Loan Associations are locat- 
ed in each of the 43 states and in 
Hawaii, Alaska, and the District 
of Columbia. 
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it may also involve greater mort- 
gage risk than is typical of the 
neighborhood, because buyers will 
not be attracted to it and will 
tend to prefer other houses locat- 
ed there. 

Properties which are valued at a 
great deal more or considerably 
less than an amount which Is ty- 
pical of the neighborhood are gen- 
erally not so marketable as the 
others and hence Involve greater 
risks from the standpoint of mort- 
gage lending.

Home Value Ratio 
Important Factor 

Proper relationship of the value 
of homes in a neighborhood 
should be considered by prospec- 
tive home builders who intend to 
finance their property. 

A property which is valued at 
considerably more than other 
properties within the same area 
entails greater mortgage risk be- 
cause people desiring to buy in 
the area will tend to purchase 
homes suited to their means. If 
they desire more expensive prop- 
erties they will purchase those 
located in areas where a higher 
price prevails. 

On the other hand, if the prop- 
erty is valued at considerably less 
than others in the neighborhood, 



Venereal Disease 
Quackery 

"Every savage tribe has its 
medicine man. These fakers jeal- 
ously guard their alleged secrets, 
dress fantastically, surround 
themselves with impressive para- 
phernalia, and 'exact various tri- 
butes for then* worthless wares. 
However, one need not go to the 
Australian Bush or to Borneo to 
find this type of bunkum. It ex- 
ists at home. The alleged secrets 
are as carefully guarded, the para- 
phernalia Is equally Impressive. 
and the cures just as worthless. In 
civilized countries such a charla- 
tan is called a quack. Of the 
many types who prey upon Ignor- 
ance and fear, one of the most 
common Is the self-styled 'vener- 
eal disease specialist'," states Dr. 
I. C. Riggin, Commissioner of 
Health. 

"While the quack doctor 'spec- 
ializing' in the 'cure' of syphilis 
and gonorrhea Is not as bold as 
formerly, thanks to laws against 
that kind of advertising, he never- 
theless does a big business by at- 
tracting patients to him in other 
ways. The net result of his efforts 
is to take as much money from 
the victim as the traffic will 
stand, and delay beneficial treat- 
ment if a venereal disease exists. 
Incidentally, many instances are 
on record where the 'patient' has 
been milked dry, only to be In- 
formed that he did not have a 
venereal disease at all. 

"In a recent investigation cov- 
ering typical cities in all sections 
of the United States, it was dis- 
covered that, in addition to the 
'men's specialist' menace, many 
victims are relying upon so-called 
drag-store remedies to cure actual 
or suspected cases of both syphilis 
and gonorrhea. 

"Reporting on this Investigation 
the U. S. Public Health Servcie 
states: 'About 30 different pre- 
parations were found to be gener- 
ally available as remedies 
throughout the nation. Only three 
or four were recognized drugs, the 
remainder consisting of completely 
worthless mixtures as far as any 
effect on syphilis or gonorrhea 
was concerned.' 

"Moreover, It was estimated by 
the investigating group that 5,- 
000,000 persons annually apply 
for drug-store treatment, of whom 



approximately 700,000 persons ask 
for syphilis remedies, and 4,300,- 
000 for gonorrhea 'cures'. All this 
in face of the fact that, while 
science has developed treatment 
for the venereal diseases, each 
case represents an individual 
problem to be handled only by 
ethical physicians. 

"In view of the proven ability 
of the medical profession to cope 
adequately with the venereal dis- 
eases if given a prompt chance 
to do so, it is pathetic that so 
many misguided persons still put 
their faith in drug-store and 
quack cures. The ignorance or 
false information that inspires 
these practices must be over- 
come."

(Continued Prom Page One) 
of history that we or anyone else 
must pay through the nose for 
such profits when the war ends 
and the exhausted participants 
must face the immense task of re- 
building shattered economics. 

It has long been said that "Time 
works with the Allies." That Is 
certainly true in one very vital 
matter— airplanes. It is generally 
believed that Allied plane produc- 
tion and purchasing has brought 
British and French air forces very 
close to those of Germany, and 
that by the end of the year the 
Reich will be well surpassed. 

In another way, however, time 
works with Hitler. German tech- 
nicians and scientists, always 
among the best in the world, have 
been sent to Russia to speed up 
Soviet production and to facili- 
tate transport. The amazing inef- 
ficiency of the Russians in produc- 
ing and delivering the goods the 
Reich needs has been one of Hit- 
ler's most serious problems. In 
another eight or ten months, the 
experts feel, the German engineers 
will have effected a great change 
and supplies will be flowing into 
Germany across conquered Poland 
in a steady and heavy stream. 

England is obviously extremely 
worried by the apparent fact that 
Hitler is getting supplies from the 
Balkan countries which, being 
neutrals, can purchase whatever 
they want from Italy, us, or any- 
one else. And she is worried too 
by -the potentialities of Russia as 
a source of food, machines, oil 
and other necessary commodities. 
This, the observers say, explains 
Britain's recent violations of Inter- 
national law, and her refusal to 
make amends to Norway for the 
Altmark Incident. The Allied high 
command is apparently convinced 
that technical rules cannot be 
permitted to stand in the way of 
their prosecution of the war. 

Sumner Welles, the President's 
"peace emissary," certainly reach- 
ed Europe at a discouraging mom- 
ent. Just about the time his 
boat was docking Chamberlain 
was making his most aggressive 
anti-Hitler speech, and Hitler In 
turn was raking England over the 
coals in his usual manner. It 
doesn't seem possible now to find 
any common ground for negotia- 
tion. England is definitely on re- 
cord as being out to destroy the 
Nazi regime, and Hitler says he 
won't, stop until Germany gets 
"living space" and her old col- 
onies. It still looks like a long 
war.

Q. In our new house we wish to 
have a fireplace in one of the bed- 
rooms on the second floor in ad- 
dition to a fireplace in the living 
room. How can this be done with 
the least expense? 

A. Every fireplace requires an 
individual flue and suitable 
foundation. For economy, plan to 
use the same chimney for both liv- 
ing room and bedroom fireplaces. 
Both flues can then be built in 
the same chimney, and one foun- 
dation will provide the necessary 
support for both fireplaces. This 
will avoid building separate chim- 
neys and foundations. It also will 
be possible to include the flue 
for the heating plant in the same 
chimney by proper location of the 
heating unit. 



Q. I have noticed that 
times brick walls develop grayish- 
white spots. What is the reason 
fortius? 

A. The white discoloration of 
brickwork you have observed is 
probably due to efflorescence. Va- 
rious mineral salts often contain- 
ed in the brick and the materials 
used in the mortar are dissolved 
by moisture absorbed by the brick- 
work. As the moisture evaporates 
the salts are deposited on the sur- 
face of the wall. The areas af- 
fected can be cleaned periodically 
by scrubbing with a 5 to 10 per 
cent solution of muriatic add and 
water.

Q. What causes stairs to creak, 
and how can this be prevented In 
new construction? 

A. Stairs creak if the risers, 
treads, and strings are not fitted 
tightly enough to prevent move- 
ment of the individual parts 
under weight of persons using the 
stairs. In well-constructed stairs 
the tops of each riser are set into 
grooves cut in the underside of 
each tread, and the rear edge of 
each tread is set into a groove 
cut In the bottom face of each 
riser. The ends of the treads and 
risers also are set into grooves 
cut in the supporting side strings. 
The individual members should be 
glued in place and the construc- 
tion further tightened by driving 
wedges under and behind the 
treads and risers. The tendency 
for the members to become loose 
and cause creaking is reduced by 
using well-seasoned lumber to

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A MAN WITHOUT A COUNTRY 



The State Legislature has adjourned after 
Its usual limited sixty-day bi-annual session 
—sixty days of so-called hard labors on the 
fart of this argust assemblage. In this sixty 
days of hard work there was not one bit of 
legislation passed affecting Princess Anne 
County or Virginia Beach except such that 
which will raise taxes. It is true a mosquito 
control district was created; this also raises 
taxes and it remains to be seen as to whether 
It will be beneficial or not as it is purely an 
experimental program. 

Usually, legislation which is purely local 
in its nature, after being introduced, is im- 
mediately reported out of the committee and 
passe d on the floor of both Houses as a 
matter of routine if recommended by the 
local representatives. But, of course, the 
proposed bin must first be introduced. 

During the past session of the Legislature 
the Town of Virginia Beach formally 
made a request for legislation which which 
would permit certain amendments to its 
charter. This request was officially sanc- 
tioned by an unaminous vote of the Town 
Council after a thorough discussion and con- 
sideration. It is customary that such local 
bills are introduced by the representatives 
of the locality either with or with- 
out recommendations. In this instance, 
however, the Town was unable to get its 
suggested bill introduced by its supposed re- 
presentatives even without a recommenda- 
tion. 

This was not surprising and probably 
little else could be expected. The senatorial 
representative is about as familiar with 
the needs of Virginia Beach as the Chinese 
are with the conditions in Finland and the 
representative in the House is looking to the 
County to return him to Richmond. 

Virginia Beach is like the man without a 
Country, it is a community without repre- 
sentation in the State legislative chambers — 
an orphan political entity. 



Putting aside the monetary question Mr. 
Virginia Beach Citisen says, it is quite 
enough to volunteers to fight his own fires 
but to be called out of bed or away from 
work or from a party to fight someone ease's 
fire (probably someone in whom he is not 
particularly interested any more than he 
would be in the general welfare of any per- 
son) is quite a different thing. We restate 
that we all have the childish instinct to fol- 
low the sirens of the fire engines but at the 
same time fighting a fire is no child's play 
and is most hazardous. 

The net result of taking all of these addi- 
tional territories to protect will ultimately 
be, that when Mr. Volunteer Fireman hears 
the siren blast calling him to duty, he will 
say 'I am not interested', turn over and go 
back to sleep, leaving the skeleton regular 
force helpless — the demoralization and 
breaking down of the now enthusiastic and 
efficient volunteer force. 

Virginia Beach has recently enjoyed the 
benefit of a general reduction of fire insur- 
ance rates but it is reported and from reli- 
able sources that there is a strong possibility 
of these rates being increased by virtue of 
the fact that the Town is contracting to 
render fire protection to so many areas that 
will carry its equipment out of the limits and 
thereby increase the fire hazards within the 
Town. And so again Mr. Virginia Beach 
Taxpayer will suffer at the hands of his 
County neighbors. 

These groups are like unto the dog who 
would bite the hand that feeds him. They 
want protection and only willing to pay little 
for it but when the Town seeks to cut down 
the exhorbitant price it pays for such serv- 
ices as are rendered at the hands of the 
County by procuring charter amendments 
to permit entire proceeds of tax collection on 
Town properties to go into the Town treas- 
ury, there is a yelp— a yelp so loud that it 
was evidently heard in Richmond.

A CATASTROPHE 



VOLUNTEER FIREMEN 



There are three things in life which every- 
one wants and can usually get if he pays for 
them — pleasures, conveniences and protec- 
tion. Most of us are usually willing to pay 
for them but sometimes we are forced to pay 
for them begrudgingly through the medium 
of taxes. However, having once paid for 
them, we become somewhat selfish and most 
reluctant to share them with our neighbor, 
particularly gratituously and at the same 
time jeopardizing our on rights. 

And so it is with the people of Virginia 
Beaeh and its fire department. They have 
struggled long and hard to develop and main- 
tain its present none too adequate equipment. 
They expend considerable sums annually in 
salaries to maintain a nucleus of a fire fight- 
ing force which is ably supplemented by a 
croup of volunteers who have a pride in and 
feel a civic duty toward their community 
and spend time and energy in assisting in 
the protection of their own and their neigh- 
bor's property. 

There is, however, such a thing as asking 
too much. Not only does Mr. Taxpayer of 
Virginia Beach spend large sums for expen- 
sive fire apparatus, its maintenance and 
then volunteers his services for his own 
protection, but he is asked to gratituously 
(almost gratituously) to furnish the same 

£rotection to large areas of an adjoining poli- 
ical subdivision. Areas, the major portion 
of which are not adaptable for the use of 
■uch equipment and some of which it would 
be hazardous for the equipment to attempt 
to reach and function. 

Contracts have been made within the last 
twelve months to furnish this protection to 
North Virginia Beach, Oceana, Bird Neck 
Point, Cavalier Park, Linkhorn Park, Bay 
Colony and certain groups of tourist cabins, 
all outside of the Town limits. North Vir- 
ginia Beach is partly adaptable to fight fires 
as it does have some fire hydrants and in 
addition thereto it does pay a substantial 
lump sum per annum for the protection, fire 
or no fire and an additional sum for fires in 
excess of a stipulated number. But the other 
sections say, Mr. Virginia Beach Taxpayer 
you buy the equipment, you pay for main- 
taining it, you volunteer to fight fires and 
if we need you we will send for you and pay 
you the sum of $25.00, hardly sufficient to 
taver the actual cost of operation, disregard- 
sag the possible hazards to the equipment. 



A few years back the people of the Second 
Congressional District headed by groups of 
philanthropic citizens conceived the idea of 
establishing a tuberculosis hospital within 
the locality. The move was largely predicat- 
ed on the assurance that certain assistance 
toward maintenance woul dbe forthcoming 
from the State. With this assurance, the 
citizens of the district went forward and 
raised the funds with which to build a 
modern, well equipped and expensive plant. 
It was located in Princess Anne County and 
upon completion was proudly dedicated as 
the Tidewater Victory Memorial Hospital 

It was at this time learned, however, that 
the supposed State financial assistance would 
not be forthcoming but only a portion of 
that assured would be contributed towards 
its operation. Undaunted by this obstacle 
those behind the move went forward and 
the hospital has been operated for several 
years on funds supplemented with general 
public contributions. 

It was obvious that this plan could not con- 
tinue indefinitely and arrangements were 
made to turn the plant in entirety over to 
the State for operation all of which had the 
endorsement of the State Health Department 
and other necessary officials. These plans 
were discussed and agreed upon longJbefore 
the convening of the Legislature andall left 
to consummate them was to procure the ap- 
proval of the two bodies which was thought 
could be easily obtained. 

A bill providing for the adoption of the 
plan was introduced early in the session and 
soon passed the lower branch of the Legisla- 
ture but unfortunately died— died sleeping in 
a committee of the upper branch due appar- 
ently to inactivity and lack of interest on 
the part of the Senators from the localities 
in the district which the hospital serves. 

What is the result? It is inevitable that 
the doors of this institution, which has been 
doing a magnanimous wo^-k in an efficient 
way will soon have to be closed for lack of 
sufficient operating funds. A case of brutal 
neglect and a catastrophe for the entire dis- 
trict.

LOANING MONEY TO GOVERNMENTS

"Milk is the one product the 
sole purpose of which is to sup- 
ply nourishment. It Is the' life- 
sustenance of all human and 
animal babies. It is essential to 
the health of everyone. It is like- 
ly to be the one food relied upon 
in early conv a les cen ce from Ill- 



ness; and in extreme old age it 
oftsa < assumes the same dietetio 
importance that is attached to it 
in babyhood. Nevertheless, there 
are still many persons who fail to 
give this food its rightful position 
in either their children's diet or 
their own. Indeed, many are prone 
to consider its regular use in 
health-maintaining quantities as 
something of a luxury." states Dr. 
I. C. Riggin, Commissioner of 
Health. 

"The money spet fnor milk re- 
presents an excellent investment 
in food, irrespective of the sise 
of one's pocketbook. It is generally 
considered that a quart of milk 
for the child and a pint for the 
adult is the average dairy require- 
ment, though this quantity can be 
consumed not only as straight 
milk but in nourishing drinks such 
as milk-shakes and cocoa, on cer- 
eals, in ice-cream, custards, and 
puddings. It can also be added to 
soups, cooked vegetables, sauces 
and gravies. 

"Roughage and certain of the 
vitamins excepted, practically all 
of the food elements needed by 
the body are found in milk of av- 
erage richness. These Include fats 
and sugar, the heat and energy 
producers, vitamins essential to 
growth and disease resistance; 
they include phosphorus and lime 
that are bask: needs of the Wood, 
bones, teeth, and tissues; land fi- 
nally, the proteins that nature 
demands for building bone and 
muscle and for repairing bodily 
wear and tear. 

"However important it is to 
onsume daily the proper amount 
cf milk, it is of equal consequ- 
ence that the milk be safe to us.\ 
Raw milk is milk in its natural 
state. Unless produced under un- 
usual hygienic and medical super- 
vision as "certified" milk, past- 
eurized milk should be used. Even 
"certified" milk keeps longer when 
pasteurized, and public health of- 
ficials recommend this process as 
an added precaution of safety. In 
this form it represents the high- 
est degree of safety obtainable in

"If the pasteurised product 
were more generally used, many 
cas:s of typhoid and scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, septic sore throat, 
dysentery and "summer com- 
plaint" and tuberculosis could be 
arrested. And conceivably, if 
everyone daily used the amount of 
milk or milk products demanded 
by nature, better health among all 
groups would result."

Low-cost homes whose designs 
do not Include basements should 
have clearance of at least 18 
Inches between the bottom edge 
of girders and Joists and the 
ground below them.

COMMENTS AND 

RESUMES ON WAR 

There has been bitter fighting 
in this war— but the armies have 
been hardly involved in it as yet. 
The weapons used have been eco- 
nomic and diplomatic. And now, 
as the war enters its second half- 
year, the question of food begins 
to overshadow all others. 

Well known are the spartan 
measures taken in Nazi Germany 
to conserve her meager food sup- 
plies— typical German diet, judged 
by American standards, is at a 
bare subsistence level. The Allies 
moved slower to restricting food, 
but they too have recently been 
forced to take drastic steps. Eng- 
land, which must Import or die, 
has clamped down hard on the 
nation's dining table. Each adult 
Is permitted to spend but one- 
and-ten a week (about 40 cents) 
on pork, beef or mutton. Whiskey 
production has been decreased 
two-thirds. Across the channel, to 
France, home of the gourmets, 
still more severe restrictions have 
gone into effect— restaurants can 
serve only two-course meals, pas- 
try shops must dose three days 
weekly, etc. And spokesmen for 
the allies have tatimaed this is 
but the start. 

Fear that the Allies may be 
shut off from essential supplies 
has caused some to forecast then- 
probable defeat^-U. S. Ambassa- 
dor to Britain Kennedy is report- 
ed to have said that Hitler has a 
*5-45 chance of winning. However, 
the bulk of the experts are betting 
on Britain and France if it Is a 
lengthy war. Germany's main 
hope, they still think, lies to 
"blitzkrieg"— lightning war to 
force a swift decision. 

Hitler and Mussolini have Just 
held a conference at Brenner Pass, 
Italy. There has been much 
•peculation and many prophesies 
as to the nature and purposes of 
their conference but no one knows 
the answer except those present 
and they are not telling. All that 
Is known is that they met at the 
Pass, conferred for two hours in 
a railroad car, shook hands and 
separated. All the statements as 
to the objects and results are 
therefore pure speculations and 
based on nothing of fact.

Kempsville. The new unit as plan- 
ned will be used as a high school 
and the present unit will be used 
for the elementary grades. Due to 
the present overcrowded condi- 
tions this step has become neces- 
sary. ' 

The new unit as planned will 
accommodate the needs of the dis- 
trict for many years to come. It 
will consist of ten class rooms, 
library, cafeteria, principal office, 
teachers' rest room and two la- 
boratories and if suf f icient "funds 
are available for an auditorium 
and possibly a gymnasium. If 
funds are not available for the 
construction of one or both of 
the latter units at this time plans 
are so drawn that they may be 
added at a future date at a mini- 
mium cost. 

Plans and specifications were 
prepared by R. V. Long, director 
of the Division of School Building 
of the State Department of Edu- 
cation without cost to the County.

Eberwine Assured Additional 

State Aid After Conference 

With Health Department 

Head 

The Tidewater Victory Memori- 
al Hospital will continue opera- 
tions after April 1 is the word of 
Vernon O. Eberwine, president of 
the Hospital Association, after a 
conference with Dr. I. C. Riggin. 
State Health Commissioner and 
Dr. E. C. Harper, to charge ot 
out-patient tuberculosis work, at 
the Tuberculosis Association Con- 
ference held at Ocean View last 
week. 

It was learned that additional 
financial assistance would be 
available from the State and a 
definite plan of financing could be 
positively work out. 

It was thought that the insti- 
tution which has worked to capa- 
city since its opening would have 
to be closed on April 1 after the 
State Senate failed to pass a bill 
authorizing the State to take over 
operations. Mr. Eberwine with the 
assistance of his Board doggedly 
went ahead and has been success- 



which would have made the Tide- 
water Memorial Hospital a State 
institution had left immediate 
plans for operation of the hospital 
in doubt until Mr. Eberwine's 
statement yesterday. 

Mr. Eberwine pointed out that 
if the State had taken over the 
hospital it would have been used 
for preventive work to the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis, whereas the 
institution was originally found- 
ed to take care of more serious 
cases, Mr. Eberwine said. 

"It is necessary that there be 
no interruption to the operation 
and maintenance of the hospital 
pending the time when the bill 
again can be presented to the 
General Assembly of Virginia. In 
all probability this will be done 
at the 1942 session," he continued. 
"It is gratifying to note that the 
General Assembly increased the 
subsidy for local tuberculosis in- 
stitutions by $7,000, beginning 
with the biennium July 1, 1940.

A real coastal highway from 
Virginia Beach to Manteo, con- 
necting with U. 8. 13 northward 
from Little Creek and with D. S. 
17 southward from Washington, 
N. O, was reliably reported this 
week to be possible of accomplish- 
ment to the next two years as a 
result of action now contemplated 
by the highway departments of 
Virginia and North Carolina. 

Realization of this objective, be- 
ing pursued in both states by or- 
ganized groups and bearing, un- 
officially, the approval of the 
highway commissions, would 
create the first actual "shore 
drive" unit of the Ocean Higtrway 
route from the north, would in- 
crease business in the Virginia 
Beach area by considerably more 
than one million dollars annually, 
according to reliable figures, and 
would provide an all-weather 
scenic highway attraction through 
the very heart of the nation's 
birthplace by linking Cape Henry 
with Roanoke Island. Added 
comment from the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce is to the 
effect that it would have the 
greatest possible influence on the 
growth and prestige of this resort 
and would make the Beach, in 
reality, an all-year playground. 

For many years a dream of far- 
sighted individuals in Tidewater 
Virginia and North Carolina, the 
proposed shore drive has been the 
subject of many recent conferences 
of influential persons, and a gen- 
eral feeling of optimism is evi- 
dent, though still elusive of offi- 
cial verification. The highway 
commissions of both states have 
been approached on. the^ project, 
their interest has been Indicated 
by surveys of the proposed roiie 
and by unofficial expressions of 
approval, and now 
groups are reported to 
for official acceptance ef the pro- 
grams.

Rest assured that the taxpayers 
of Princess Anne will reap very 
little benefit from the erection of 
this buuding by an out-of-state 
contractor. This applies to both 
business firms and skilled labor. 

In my opinion the biggest mis- 
take the School Board made was 
in giving to the 8tate Baord of 
Education the commission for the 
drawing of the plans. 

The State Board of Education 
has never been able to compete 
with private architects who are 
experienced in school designing. 
The State Board leads the school 
boardi to believe that by their 
giving them plans free, with a 
small fee for supervision, that 
they are saving them the archi- 
tect's fee of 6%. This is most 

misleading, for past experience 
has shown that private architects 
can design better and less expen- 
sive school buildings at a loWef 
cost than the State Board of 
Education. 

For example, consider the Creeds 
School— that Was started in the 
fall of 1038 and has 12 classrooms, 
an auditorium, also toilets on both 
first and second floors and built 
with a PWA grant, which is some, 
what more expensive than a 
straight out appropriation. The 
total cost of this building, includ- 
ing architect's fee was $08,000. 

The proposed Kempsville School 
contains 10 classrooms, 2 less than 
Creeds, does not have any audi- 
torium and there are toilets on 
the first floor only. The lowest 
bid was $68,300. Add $16,500, 
the bid for the auditorium 
you have a total of $84,800. 

Now which would be the more 
economical for the school board 
to build?

"Travels of a Republican Radi- 
cal in Search of Hot Water" con- 
tains a dozen of Mr. Wells' short, 
provocative pieces: several ad- 
dresses delivered last year in the 
course of his trip to Australia, 
some articles written en route for 
London dailies; and one piece 
which, he says, no-English or Am- 
erican periodical /Would "venture to 
publish. V 

It is never necessary for Mr. 
Wells to quest for hot water, 
he manages to stay pretty well 
immersed in it at home, but since 
on this occasion he was bent upon 
going some where, it was very 
like him to go to Australia, instead 
of to one of several places ap- 
proved for Englishmen when 
travelling. The English do not 
understand Australia, they would 
rather not understand it, in fact; 
hey would vastly prefer just to 
forget about it. And it is not un- 
likely that Mr. Wells went there 
merely to incense his fellow Bri- 
tishers. 

In any event, he made sure that 
:hey were annoyed before he left 
by writing rather scathingly about 
the King and Queen and their 
American visit, and all the way 
out to Australia and back he kept 
up a running criticism of British 
or Imperial aims and practices 
and topped all this off, immedi- 
ately upon his return, with a gen- 
eral disparagement of British po- 
litics. From Burma, where he put 
himself beyond the pale by con. 
sorting with the natives, and from 
Singapore he wrote denouncing 
colonial administration and ad- 
ministrators. From Australia he

TWO IMPORTANT BILLS 

The General Assembly which: 
adjourned last Saturday night, at 
midnight, brought to a close an. 
important session. 

Many important pieces of legis- 
lation were enacted, some of them 
which have been- advocated for 
years, especially the pollution bill, 
as it affects Hampton Roads. - 

It is to be hoped that with this 
legislative enactment, that the 
authorities of the various munici- 
palities affected win lose no time 
in taking steps to prevent as soon 
as possible, the pollution of any 
waters entering into Hampton 
Roads. 

It is of the greatest importance, 
that our rivers are kept clean 
from pollation ef any kind, if we 
are to preserve our seafood Indus- 
try and keep the pleasure beaches, 
free from anything which would 
bar them to our people. 

Some few years ago, Williams?* 
burg set the example by building 
an incinerator, the first in the 
Peninsula, that the James river 
and York river might be kept free 
from sewage waste. Had the other 
towns and cities adopted a similar 
method, there would have been no 
pollution of waters in Hampton 
Roads. 

Another bill enacted, was that 
known as the "Bridge System," 
for better highway travel on the 
Peninsula. This bin encourages 
and gives authority to the State 
Highway Commission, to take over 
existing bridges, to build bridges 
across the York and James Rivers 
and operate them under a system, 
whereby the tolls would in a given 
number of years, earn enough to 
pay off the bonded indebtedness. 
The largest expenditure, would be 
constructing a bridge over the 
York river, from Yorktown to 
Gloucester point. Another large 
expenditure would be the con- 
struction of a bridge across thSV 
James river from Jamestown Is- 
land, to Scotland wharf. These

The offender, of 
course, is the tubercle bacillus, the 
organism that is responsible for 
tuberculosis. It is heartening to 
realise, however, that there is 
nothing mystifying about this 
germ, as science years ago lifted 
the veil concerning its existence 
and its method of doing business," 
states Dr. I. C. Riggln.

The insurance of mortgages by 
the Federal Housing Administra-

selves. It was the one link in the 
preventive chain that definitely 
required strengthen^*-. 

"Before the perfection of the 
x-ray thirty or more years ago, 
a positive diagnosis of tuberculosis 
in a child practically was equiva- 
lent to pronouncing the death sen- 
tence. At that time the physician 
relied chiefly upon symptoms and 
his stethoscope. In a delayed 
diagnosis of this type, the tuber, 
culosis germ already had proceed- 
ed so far in its work that the 
chances of a cure were remote. 
"In these days a diagnosis can 
be made shortly after the infec- 
tion has established itself and 
long before any damage has taken 
place ^n the lung or before the 
patient is aware of any disease 
symptoms such as a cough, fever, 
lost weight, and faulty indiges- 
tion. The Mantoux test, popularly 
known as the tuberculin test, in- 
dicates the presence or absence 
of infection, while the x-ray film 
notes the actual condition found 
in the lungs. 

"If by these tests tuberculosis is 
discovered in the child, hygienic 
living involving plenty of rest, 
nourishing food, and restricted ex- 
ercise usually will result in com- 
plete recovery. In the adolescent 
there is a so-called latent period 
which usually lasts several years 
before the condition either auto- 
matically heals or the disease be- 
comes active. Diagnosis during 
this dormant period consequently 
is most effective. Indeed, it safely 
can be stated that the employ- 
ment of the tuberculin test plus 
x-ray In schools, patricularly in 
high schools, should go a far way 
in preventing tuberculosis in the 
active form. 

"As one specialist sometime ago 
wisely said, "The best way to 
empty our sanatoria in the next

Foreclosure Laws 
Held Important 

The growing need for uniform 
state foreclosure legislation is be- 
coming increasingly apparent 
with the advent of the modern 
low-cost home with its small down 
payment and low interest rate. 

The logic in such a step has 
been emphasized in recent month* 
by the fact that lenders to some 
states where foreclosure costs are> 
high have been unwilling — and 
perhaps justifiably so — to make 
loans in the maximum allowable 
amounts under the FHA's new 
low-cost home-insurance plans. 

This obstacle consequently 
withholds the privileges of home 
ownership to the low-price 
brackets from many communities. 
In such cases lenders consider the 
risks too great in view of the high 
foreclosure costs in relation to 
the small down payments — as low 
as 5 per cent — and the long period 
over which the payments may be 
extended.

Nathaniel F. Lee, Jr., age 19. of 
of Virginia Beach, met an untune-? 
ly death as a result of s most un- 
usual automobile accident on 
Tuesday night. Young Lee was on 
Atlantic Avenue between Twen- 
tieth and Twenty-first streets 
when his friend Woodrow Venter! 
passed to an automobile and stop- 
ped to pick him up. Having run; 
pass Lee hfefdre stopping Ven- ! 
tor proceeded to hack up and at 
the same time Lee entered the 
street to go to the automobile. 
Neither of the young men being 
of the intentions of the 
ts of the other, young 
Lee was pinned between the back- 
mg and a parted automobile. Both 
legs were c rus he d and internal in- 
juries were sustained. Lee died at 
St Vincent Hospital in Norfolk 
on Wednesday morning as a result 
of the injuries and shock. 

Police Sergt. 6. O. Barco. who, 
with Officer K. C. James, con- 
ducted the investigation, said Lee 
was crushed b e tw ee n an automo- 
bile operated by Woodrow Venter. 
84, of Bethel, N. C, and the park- 
ed automobile of W. F. Hudgins, 
of Route No. 2, Norfolk Venter is 
under arrest on a technical charge 
of manslaughter and will be given 
a hearing next Tuesday night be- 
for Trial Justice E. V. Gresham. 

After the accident, the Lee 
youth was given emergency treat- 
ment for compound fractures of 
both legs by Dr. W. L. Taylor, and 
was removed to St. Vincent's Hos- 
pital by Officer D. Stormont. In 
addition, he suffered severe inter- 
nal injuries and shock. He failed 
to rally and died at 9:50 a. m. 

Sergeant Barco said it was bis 
understanding that Lee hailed 
Venter, an acquaintance, for a 
ride but apparently was not seenn 
or recognized until the driver had 
passed that section of the road 
where he 'Lee) was standing. He 
said the accident occurred as 
Venter was backing up his car, 
which sideswiped the Hudgins 
machine and crushed Lee between 
the two vehicles.

'What will It be like

We continuously hear the cry year after 
year for more school funds. In fact, so loud 
was the cry this year that our State Legisla- 
tore placed an additional tax on alcoholic 
beverages to supposedly aid in the education 
of our children. We are all unanimously of 
fke opinion that everything possible should 
be done to give every advantage toward the 
advancement of posterity and that one of the 
chief means to that end is mental develop- 
ment—education. For this reason there is 
■sua! little or no opposition to any proposal 
for expenditures to a further perfection of 
our school system. But in spite of this 
sincere feeling there are some limitations as 
fa public expenditures even for this educa- 
tional advancement. 

During recent months plans have been 
ander way for the construction of a new 
high school building at Kempsville. Through 
the development of this program some inter- 
acting facts have come to light which have 
not been generally known to the public (the 
fellow who pays the bills) and we feel it to 
be most apropos that mention be made of 
them at this time. 

It is reported that the plans and specifica- 
tions for this proposed new school building 
were prepared in Richmond by an architect 
employed regularly by the State Board of 
Education and paid a salary out of funds 
which are presumably assessed for the 
education of our children. The County 
School Board referred the project to the Di- 
vision of School Building of the State De- 
partment of Education for the preparation 
at plans, specifications and supervision of 
construction in order to save the architect's 
fees. They are commended in their efforts 
to save dollars but at the same time it might 
be wise to analyze this supposed saving from 
the various angles that might be presented. 

First, it is true that the only charges made 
by the Division of School Building of the 
State Department of Education is one and 
one-half percent of cost price for supervision 
whereas the independent architect's fee is six 

Csrcent — this is on its face an apparent sav- 
g of four and one-half percent. But is it a 
saving? The plans submitted, free of 
charge, were prepared in Richmond by 'a 
staff wholly unfamiliar with our needs and 
in all probability equally as indifferent to 
them as they draw a monthly stipend regard- 
less. The plans drawn in Richmond were 
unsuitable for and more elaborate than our 
Heeds required. 

Second, certain specifications were made 
for materials which are not available locally 
Mid from reliable sources we are advised that 
they are of no better quality than those 
Available at local supply houses nor of less 
cost. 

' Third, the bids were opened to foreign 
contractors and the low bid was submitted 
by a North Carolina concern (a State in 
which our contractors are not permitted to 
operate) which concern would import for- 
eign labor for the construction of the build- 
ing. ( 

Fourth, local supply houses were not re- 
quested to submit bids on furnishing the 
necessary materials but foreign concerns 
were invited so to do. 

Fifth, local architects guarantee to con- 
struct a building in conformity with our 
needs and under specifications equivalent to 
those of the Creeds school, which structure 
is admitted by all to be a super-structure for 
a rural community, for some $20,000 less 
than the low North Carolina bid submitted 
under the plans and specifications prepared 
by the Division of School Building of the 
State Department of Education. 

What does all this mean? 

It apparently means that we are not only 
paying taxes to maintain an educational sys- 
tem in the State but some of the funds are 
being diverted to non-educational purposes — 
such as the maintenance of architectural 
and structural divisions (and possibly other 
departments,) which would supposedly prof- 
fer free services and the same time let con- 
tracts to foreign construction agencies, im- 
port foreign labor and buy materials from 
foreign supply houses all in excess of the 
cost of local supervision, construction and 
materials. 

It appears to be a question of biting the 
hand that feeds them — the taxpayer is stuck 
by excess cost, the local architect, contractor, 
material man and laborer all pay their taxes 
for the maintenance of the school system

The County School Board met on lasi 
Monday in a joint session with the Board of 
Supervisors in an effort to ascertain the 
maximum amount of monies that the latter 
body would consider appropriating for the 
construction of a new high school building at 
Kempsville.

Faced 
with this situation the School Board very 
properly and promptly requested' a joint 
meeting with the supervisors before taking 
further steps toward the construction of the 
new building. 

It was proposed that new plana be prepar- 
ed to be submitted for approval and prepar- 
ed with the view that the total cost would 
not exceed an outlay of over 9100,000.00. 
This proposal was tentatively agreed upon 
by the Board leaving the matter largely in 
the discretion of the supervisor from the 
Kempsville District. 

But Wilham F. Hudgins, Clerk of the 
Circuit Court, stepped forward— not in any 
official capacity but as a taxpayer of Kemps- 
ville District and objected to this procedure. 
He stated that the district needed additional 
school facilities. He stated further that he 
approved of additional school facilities for 
the district. But at the same time, he said 
that 1100,000.00 was a large sum of money 
and that he objected to the nonchalant 
authorization (not appropriation) that plans 
go forward anticipating such an expenditure 
until more definite information be obtained 
as to the needs, gross expense and what the 
necessary increase in tax rate would be to 
meet the ultimate cost before such action be 
taken. 

Mr. Hudgins demanded that plans be pre- 
pared to meet the minimum needs — bids be 
procured as to the actual cost of the com- 
pleted construction of the building and its 
necessary equipment and that the total am- 
ount of increased tax which would be placed 
upon the property holders of the district be 
computed before any authorization or ap- 
propriation be made. He demanded this in 
order that the people of the district may 
know what will be the ultimate cost and have 
an opportunity to be heard as to whether 
they desired that such expenditures be made 
and as to the needs. 

Without criticism of the School Board in 
its efforts to ascertain some authorization 
as to what expenditures could be made in 
the construction of the proposed new school 
unit, we believe Mr. Hudgins to be right. We 
commend him in his stand. We believe the 
people are entitled to know the actual cost 
of a community project before it is authoriz- 
ed. They are entitled to know the amount 

of increased tax burden which will be placets these may not tend too much to 
upon them before it is approved. They then 
can consider whether the needs are sufficient 
to demand the increased tax burden. As Mr 
Hudgins aptly put it, a public building should 
not be planned and constructed to meet a 
stipulated figure but to meet the needs of the 
community and the taxpayer wants the op- 
portunity to weigh the needs against the 
actual cost and not a speculative cost. 

The School Board is undoubtedly conscien 
tious in its efforts to procure a plant suffi 
cient to accommodate the present and im 
mediate future needs of the district school 
but unfortunately the boards and bur- 
eaucracies that have been developed under 
our various branches of governments have 
been pruned to spend the monies of the 
masses too freely and without proper consid 
eration of the taxpayers' pocketbook. 

We need to hesitate, ascertain the exact 
cost, analyze this cost against the need, look 
before we leap then determine what to 
spend. We again commend Mr. Hudgins 
(not that the School Board may not be right) 
on his position that actual figures be obtain- 
ed before action is taken. We believe he has 
performed a service to the people of his com 
munity and set an example which if followed 
by more of our citizens in all probability we 
would not be so badly tax ridden.

on Paris. Under the stress of 
those two days this efficient young 
officer becomes possessed of a 
fixed Idea, goes to pieces; in his 
semtderanged condition becomes 
almost the personification of duty. 
The second story, "Blood Lust", 
is concerned with the American 
attack on Flsmette in August. 1918 
and the way in which an extrem- 
ely mild-mannered and inoffen- 
sive corporal is transformed into 
a violent, individualized instru- 
ment of destruction. 

Both stories are in a measure 
authentic, since they are com- 
posites of various actual incidents 
of the War. And within the limits 
which he has set himself— the 
rather restricted range of the 
short story— Mr. Allen has done a 
very effective piece of writing — 
two convincing pieces. To anyone 
who has not yet "gone into the 
crucible" the answers which they 
provide for such questions as 
"What is war like? How would I, 
and how do American soldiers, act

THE LITTLE HATCH BILL 



Following days of heated skir- 
mishing the Senate passed on 
Monday the "little Hatch" bill, 
forbidding political activity on tne 
part of all State employes drawing 
any part of their salary from Fed- 
eral sources. It is estimated that 
some 500,000 such employes will be 
affected under the provisions of 
the bill if the House sends it to 
victory and on to the President's 
desk. The success of the Junior 
Hatch bill In the Senate was pre- 
determined to some extent by the 
passage of the parent measure ap- 
plying to all Federal employes 
other than policy-making execu- 
tives. The original bill was pushed 
through over administration op- 
position which changed into ap- 
probation when public sentiment 
for the measure made itself felt 
at Washington. With that start it 
was fairly easy for Senator Carl 
Hatch of New Mexico to intro- 
duce a bill expanding the legisla- 
tion to cover State employes over 
whom the Federal government, 
with its power fo the purse, could 
wield: authority . — 

In an election year it '. aid 
have been dangerous for the ad- 
ministration to have opposed the 
second Hatch measure, legislation 
of a decided reform tinge, with its 
emphasis on clean government 
and a minimum of political parti- 
cipation on the part of govern- 
ment employes desirous of keeping 
themselves in office by winning 
! votes and influencing people. With 



the number of Federal e mploy e s 
rapidly growing, the first Batch 
Mil may be interpreted en Its face 
as a sincere effort to keep gov. 
enment employes from forming a 
self . perpetuating bur e auracy . II 
also has had the effect of parfa* 
ally limiting the power of fla) 
Federal political machine. Trds 
was all to the advantage of State 
machine bosses who had incurred 
Rooseveltian wrath and had op- 
position from New Deal machines, 
reinforced by government em- 
ployes paid In whole or m part 
from Federal funds, within their 
own State. 

The extension of the no-politlcs- 
in-government principle to the 
States would seem to us to 
strengthen, rather than weaken 
State machines. In Virginia, for 
instance, teachers of vocational 
training are paid in part from 
Federal funds, as are highway 
workers, employes of the Unem- 
ployment Compensation Commis- 
sion and others in a few more 
categories But the strength of the 
State machine, whether New Deal 
or otherwise, in Virginia and else- 
where, lies In the local officehold- 
ers, who do not derive a cent of 
their salaries at present from the 
Federal treasury. Wi& State em- 
ployes paid in any portion from 
Federal funds forbidden to play 
politics the old-line officeholders 
paid out of State-local funds 
would gain an advantage. Instead 
of hailing the little Hatch bill as 
an invasion of States' rights, as 
does Senator Smith of South 
Carolina, it would seem more 
logical to us that he and other 
anti-Roosevelt men would wel- 
come it as an additional setback 
to Federal domination in Stats 
politics. We don't see that th» ex- 
tension of the Hatch Mil to the 
category of State employes cov- 
ered Is very significant, one way 
or the other. The real high-pres- 
sure Federal politics is played 
higher than the Hatch act 
reaches. For the States, civil ser- 
vice systems which prohibited po- 
litical activity of employes, would 
be far more to the point.

The question of when and where 
the American flag with stars and 
stripes was first carried In battle 
has been the subject of much con- 
troversy among historians ever 
since the Revolution. In fact, In 
spite of the Betsy Ross tradition, 
the origin of the flag is uncertain. 

It is a matter of history that 
the flag of 13 stars and 13 stripes 
was adopted by Congress on June 
14, 1777, but the exact date on 
which the first flag was made is 
unknown. 

As to the flag's first display In 
battle, there have been conflict- 
ing claims. Until recently it was 
generally supposed that this oc- 
curred at Port Schuyler, N. Y., on 
August 3, 1777, when that post 
was besiged by the British. The 
flag used on that occasion was 
said to have been made from a 
blue jacket and a soldier's wife's 
red petticoat, with stars cut from 
a white shirt. .

- Q.— We are finishing the attic 
In our home and expect to use 
wood lath and plaster for finish- 
ing the interior.

This is 
probably because they know that 
if the matter is neglected they are 
likely to awake some morning and! 
find their engine frosen, or their 
sston-case lubricant so 

thick that they can not shift 

t 



"There it no such worry to re- 
mind them to remove the winter 
lubricant and drain out the anti- 
freese at warm weather's ap- 
proach. But there is good reason 
why both of these details should 
be taken care of. 

"in the ease of the lubricant, 
the reason is that lubricants are 
effective only under the condi- 
tions for which they were design, 
ed. Winter demands a thin-bodied 
lubricant which win not solidify 
at tow temperatures, bat retain its 
lubricating quality no matter how 
cold it becomes. Cars operate at 
much higher t em per at ure s to 
summer than to winter— tempera- 
tures at which the winter lubri- 
cant, already thin, would liquefy 
still further and tote much of Its 
effectiveness. And even though 
the damage resulting from this 
thinning might not make itself 
apparent at once. It would be no 
less real and no less costly to re- 
pair. 

"In the case of anti-freese, the 
situation is somewhat similar. Re- 
gardless of the type used, it should 
be drained in the spring. The var- 
ieties subject to evaporation va- 
porize very quickly to warm wea- 
ther, and even a day's driving 



may reduce the oooBng solution 
level to the point where the radi- 
ator steams. The non-evaporating 
type, on the other hand, some- 
times develops acidity when left 
in the -car all summer, and add. 
of coarse, tends to corrode the 
cooling system. 

"Many motorists make an an- 
nual practice of having their radi- 
ators flushed out at the approach 
of summer, and the old solution 
replaced with fresh water. This is 
one of the best ways to insure ef- 
ficient cooling regardless of sum- 
mer heat. 

"The battery should be checked 
at the start of spring, and at fre- 
quent intervals thereafter, for the 
level of the solution drops much 
more rapidly in warm weather 
than to cold. Battery terminals 
should be cleaned if they ore cor- 
roded and cables and wiring 
cheeked. A little inexpensive at- 
tention to distributor points, spark 
plugs and ignition coil will be a 
good investment, and owners of 
cars not equipped with heavy- 
duty generators should have the 
charging rate set somewhat tower 
than it was through the winter 
months. 

"The fact that speeds will aver- 
age substantially higher in sum- 
than in winter suggests the 
of having the tires looked 
over carefully, with a view to re- 
pair or replace ment before the 
period of severe wear begins.
